to P ittsburgh 
the news of the disaster, and then 
retu rn ed to the scene to care for the 
survivors until a rescue party could 
arrive.

OM ETHING new In Spanish history 
took place In Madrid.

tion, accom plished by s coalition of 
Socialists, 
Com m unists, 
Left 
Repub­ 
licans and ten minor groups, was taken 
on a Socialist motion th a t the pres!- 
dent had acted illegally In dissolving 
the last parliam ent before the elections 
and th a t th erefore be should be ex­ 
pelled from office.

th a t Zam ora, in using his power a c­ 
cording to personal whim, has ham ­ 
pered the progress of th© “republican 
revolution.”

It comes to me from 
Mr. H arry A. Wheeler, widely known 
business 
executive 
and 
banker 
of 
Chicago. 
Mr. W heeler has been rec 
ognlzed for a q u arte r of a century as 
a man who is given to looking ra th e r 
far into the future and for his ability 
to 
analyze 
problems, 
circum stances 
and conditions on a long term basis 
rath er than on urgency of current re­ 
quirem ents. 
“Since the consideration of the cor­ 
porate surplus tax 
act 
began,” Mr. 
Wheeler wrote me, “I have w atched 
the proceedings closely for some al­ 
ternative proposal th at would produce 
a substantial tax revenue and yet tend 
to strengthen the program of the ad­ 
m inistration to assure continuing busi­ 
ness recovery, create definite added 
em ploym ent in Industries still down, 
and lower production costs and prices 
to the ultim ate consumer. 
“No one denies th a t increased fed­ 
eral revenue by 
taxation is Im pera­ 
tive, but it may be Open to argum ent 
whether this can best be produced by

“The universality of this improve* 
ment in production and distribution

corporation tries to hold the added 
profits they will be taxed away In the 
following years. 
“Living standards may he raised by 
making more commodities come within 
the rang** of prices the public will pay, 
“Forced distribution In dividends tc 
escape corporate high 
brackets 
will 
find a large part being paid to stock­ 
holders taxed In very low brackets and 
the result over all Is not unlikely to 
prove disappointing. 
“Increased tax rates on Income or 
earnings leads to the struggle to avoid 
paym ent by every device that can be 
developed. 
It may be that this plan 
of draw back would distinctly modify 
this tendency.” 
it Is the first time that I have heard 
from any 
source the suggestion that 
the tax law should be made an instru­ 
ment to encourage business recovery 
and promote em ploym ent 
All of tbs 
objections 
heretofore have 
been 
di­ 
rected at the character of the pro­ 
posal and have not included construc­ 
tive thoughts which could be used as a 
new base. 
Mr. Wheeler s plau may 
not be complete, 
it may not represeal 
an unsw er to the tax needs in their 
entirety, but It must 
be said in its 
favor th a t 
it suggests an approach to 
the necessary answ er and embodies 
therein a plan of action which will not 
kill the goose that lays the golden 
egg. 
In other 
words, 
it 
has 
been 
proved too many times to require dis­ 
cussion that higher tax rates reduce 
the incentive and the chief opposition 
to the adm inistration proposal is just 
t h a t 
It takes away the incentive of 
the corporations to make more money 
which would be available for taxation. 
The W heeler proposal, therefore, of­ 
fers sn incentive to corporations to 
proceed with plans of expanding their 
operation 
and 
thereby 
increase 
the 
num ber of w orkers on their pay rolls.

lem on a long term basis leads cer­ 
tainly to two conclusions. 
These con­ 
clusions are, first, that the country Is 
nearing the limits of w hat might be 
called 
reasonable taxation and, sec­ 
ond, that a very great majority of our 
people 
believe 
some 
consideration 
should be given to the need for an end 
to government spending. 
lf taxation has reached the point 
where an overexpanded federal gov­ 
ernm ent requires so much money that 
it m ust take aw ay the backlogs, the 
reserves of business, then it is quite

few seconds death results from staur- 
vation. 
The organs and functions of 
insect bodies are decidedly different 
in many respects from those of the 
human body and those of animal* 
and birds. Hence pyrethrum, so de sul­ 
ly to 
flies, 
mosquitoes, 
roach©*, 
moths and other insects and their 
larvae, has no effect on human be­ 
ings or their pets. 
So if the dog or the cat or “ Die old 
man” gets on the housewife’s nerves, 
the Gulf spray gun won’t do much 
good.
